The  1963  legislative  assembly  passed  Into  law  legislation  which  combined  the  adult  programs 
of  aged,  blind  and  disabled  into  one  adult  program  effective  July  1,  1963.  prlor  to  July  1 
1963,  at  the  time  of  the  study,  when  a  recipient  of  Aid  to  the  Blind  became  65  years  of  age,  he 
was  closed  for  the  Aid  to  the  Blind  program  and  approved  for  Old  Age  Assistance  or  Medical 
Assistance  for  the  Aged.  Effective  July  1,  1963,  an  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipient  Is  not  neces¬ 
sarily  transferred  at  age  65.  He  remains  on  the  Aid  to  the  Blind  phase  of  the  adult  program  as 
long  as  he  requires  and  desires  assistance  to  meet  subsistence  needs.  If  the  recipient  age  65 
or  over  needs  only  medical  care,  he  is  transferred  to  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged;  however, 
if  after  such  transfer,  he  again  requires  assistance  to  meet  subsistence  needs  he  is  transfer¬ 
red  back  to  the  Aid  to  the  Blind  phase  of  the  adult  program. 


The  data  collected  consisted  of  the  following  types  of  information: 

A.  Health  and  Eye  Condition 

B.  Social  and  Personal  Characteristics,  such  as  place  of  residence, 
sex,  age,  race,  and  marital  status 

C.  Education  and  Employment 

D.  Requirements  and  Income 


A.  HEALTH  AND  EYE  CONDITION 


Extent  of  Vision 

Blind  individuals  are  persons  having  insufficient  vision  to  perform  tasks  for  which  sight 
is  essential,  as  well  as  persons  without  vision.  Blindness  as  an  impairment  of  vision  in  the 
North  Dakota  program  must  be  determined  on  the  basis  of  an  objective  and  functional  examination 
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of  the  eyes  by  an  ophthalmologist,  a  physician  skilled  in  the  diseases  of  the  eye,  or  an  optom¬ 
etrist.  A  person  meets  the  visual  requirements  for  the  North  Dakota  Aid  to  the  Blind  program 
if:  (1)  his  vision  is  20/200  or  less  in  the  better  eye  with  correcting  glasses;  or  (2)  he  has 
a  field  defect  in  which  the  peripheral  field  has  contracted  to  such  an  extent  that  the  widest 
diameter  of  visual  field  subtends  at  an  angular  distance  of  no  greater  than  20  degrees. 

A  total  of  17  of  the  87  recipients  were  totally  blind.  See  Table  1  for  a  distribution  of 
Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  ir  October  1962  by  extent  of  vision  according  to  Snellen  nota¬ 
tions  .

Etiology  of  Blindness  by  Race 

We  note  in  Table  2  that  20  of  the  87  recipients  receiving  Aid  to  the  Blind  in  October  1962 
were  blinded  by  a  prenatal  Influence;  17  were  blinded  by  an  infectious  disease  (12  of  these 
were  blinded  as  a  result  of  trachoma);  and  9  were  blinded  by  trauma  or  poisoning.  The  largest 
known  single  cause  of  blindness  among  the  87  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  was  trachoma.  For  30 
of  the  87  recipients  the  etiology  of  blindness  was  not  determined  by  physician  or  not  reported. 

Of  the  11  Indian  recipients  for  whom  etiology  of  blindness  was  reported,  9  had  been  blinded 
as  a  result  of  trachoma.  Among  the  44  white  recipients  for  whom  etiology  of  blindness  was  re¬ 
ported  and  known  to  science  20  were  blinded  by  prenatal  Influence  (10  of  these  from  hereditary 
origin),  9  by  trauma  and  poisoning,  7  by  infectious  disease,  and  8  by  other  cause.

Site  and  Type  of  Eye  Affection  and  Race 

The  most  frequently  recurring  types  of  eye  affections  among  AB  recipients  were  retinal 
degeneration  (13  out  of  87)  and  cataract  (11  out  of  87).  These  two  types  of  eye  affections 
were  also  highest  among  white  AB  recipients.  The  Indian  AB  recipients' major  occurring  eye 
affection  was  keratitis,  which  affected  6  out  of  21  Indians.  See  Table  3.  For  a  detailed 
distribution  of  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  by  site  and  type  of  eye  affection,  see  appendix 
Table  16.

Age  at  Loss  of  Sight 

Of  the  82  recipients  whose  age  at  loss  of  sight  was  known,  18  or  slightly  over  one-fifth  were 
blind  at  birth;  44  or  a  little  over  one-half  lost  their  sight  before  18  years  of  age,  and  20  or 
nearly  one-fourth  lost  their  sight  at  age  35  or  over.  See  Table  4  for  a  breakdown  by  age  at  loss 
of  sight.

Chronic  Physical  or  Mental  Condition 

In  addition  to  their  blindness,  8  of  the  87  recipients  were  mentally  retarded,  7  Had  a  heart 
or  artery  disease,  6  had  a  psychosis,  psychoneurosis,  or  personality  disorder,  and  6  had  arthri¬ 
tis  or  rheumatism.  A  total  of  6  of  the  87  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  were  Impaired  by  deafness 
or  a  serious  hearing  impairment. 


B.  SOCIAL  CHARACTERISTICS 

Age  of  AB  Recipients 

The  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  with  a  median  age  of  53.5  years  were  considerably  older  than 
the  general  population,  age  18-64,  in  the  state  which  had  a  median  age  of  39-4  years.  Nearly  45 
percent  of  the  AB  recipients  were  age  55  or  over;  slightly  over  88.5  percent  were  age  35  and 
over.  Although  in  October  1962  blind  persons  were  eligible  for  Aid  to  the  Blind  at  any  age  under 
age  65,  the  youngest  recipient  in  the  study  month  was  20  years  of  age.  Table  7  shows  a  compari¬ 
son  of  AB  recipients  and  the  general  population  of  the  state  age  18-64  by  age  groups.

In  October  1962,  slightly  over  three- fourths  (66  out  of  87)  of  the  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipi¬ 
ents  were  white  and  nearly  one-fourth  (21  out  of  87)  were  nonwhite.

Marital  Status 

A  large  proportion  of  blind  persons  because  of  their  Incapacity,  both  among  Aid  to  the  Blind 
recipients  and  blind  persons  supported  by  other  means,  probably  never  marry.  Therefore,  it  Is 

not  surprising  that  42  of  the  87  recipients  had  never  married.  A  total  of  29  were  married. 

Fourteen  were  divorced  or  separated  and  only  2  were  widowed. 

A  total  of  29  of  the  44  recipients  blind  before  age  18,  compared  to  12  of  the  38  recipients 

who  lost  their  sight  at  age  18-64,  had  never  married.

In  October  1962,  20  of  the  87  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  had  children  under  18  years  of 
age.

In  October  1962,  51  of  the  87  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  (58.6  percent)  were  living  in 
own  home;  15  were  living  In  home  of  son,  daughter,  or  parent.

A  total  of  25  recipients  had  Income  other  than  assistance  which  was  considered  in  determin¬ 
ing  the  Aid  to  the  Blind  payment.  The  most  frequently  recurring  source  of  income  was  OASDI 
benefits  with  15  of  the  87  recipients  receiving  this  type  of  benefit  with  an  average  benefit  of 
$40.58. 

In  determining  the  Aid  to  the  Blind  payment  the  first  $85  of  earned  income  plus  one-half  of 
the  earned  Income  in  excess  of  $85  is  disregarded.  A  total  of  8  recipients  had  earnings  in 
October  1962;  the  total  amount  of  their  earnings  was  disregarded  in  determining  their  Aid  to 
the  Blind  payments.  Although  10  recipients  were  currently  employed,  2  were  working  without  pay 
in  family  business  or  farm  and  therefore  reported  no  earnings.  See  Table  16.
